She 
said that she did washing to support 
herself and the two children, a ]6-year- 
old boy and a baby girl, and that her 
husband had not worked for six months. 

“TI warned him against making the 
money,” she said, but he told me to 
mind my own business. He said it was 
an easy way to get money. 

Nearly every evening he made four 
or five half dollars and sometimes six or 
seven nickels. He would melt the metal 
at the kitchen stove and pour it into 
the mold. When it became hardened he 
would take out the coin and polish it. 


Spent Bogus Money on Good Times.

Mrs. McAdoo, when asked about it, 
said she did not know Jeu and had 
never seen him. He had been recom- 
mended to her by a St. Louis minister 


as a Christian Chinese who might be 
willing to take part in a church enter- 
tainment which she was planning at 
Mount Vernon. 

Couple in Daily Quarrels. 

In writing to Jeu, inviting him to take 
part in the entertainment, Mrs. Mc- 
Adoo put her name on the upper left- 
hand oorner of the envelope, so that it 
would not go astray. Mrs. Jeu saw the 
letter with a white woman's name on it. 
When she demanded that Jeu show her 
the letter, she says, he refused to do 
so, telling her it was from an American 
woman. This caused daily quarrels for 
almost two weeks and culminated in the 
killing Wednesday night, the wife said. 

She Shows No Emotion, 

Jeu was 55 years old. His wife is 41.

Mrs. Jeu, after killing her husband, 
went downstairs to the kitchen in the 
rear of the grocery and remained there 
till daylight Thursday, 

She went to Charles P. Jhonson, noted 
criminal lawyer, Thursday afternoon 
and on his advice she surrendered to 
the police. 

Clad in a white shirt waist and a black 
skirt, Mrs. Jeu sat in her cell Friday 
morning and told how a letter written 
to her husband by a white woman two 
weeks ago aroused her jealousy. She 
did not read the letter, but her husband, 
she said, through his refusal to let her 
see it aroused her suspicion that it was 
a love letter. 

The Rev. Grant A. Robbins, pastor of 
the Union M. B. Church, told the police 
that Jeu showed him the letter. 

Says He Taunted Her. 

Dr. Robbins said that he had advised 
the Mount Vernon woman to ask Jeu 
to take part in the entertainment. The 
letter was entirely innocent and harm- 
less, he said, and if Jeu had shown 
it to his wife the tragedy . not 
have occurred. 

Mrs. Jeu in her cell told reporters 
that when Jeu received the letter he 
held his hand over the return address, 
showing her only the word “Mrs.” He 
smiled tauntingly and said: “This is 
from a white woman; I am tired of 
you, anyway,” Mrs. Jeu said. 

There were frequent quarrels about 
the letter, Mrs. Jeu said, and she con- 
tinued to demand that he show her the 
leiter but he would not. Several days 
ago, she said, he read the letter in her 
presence and then tore it into bits and 
burned it in the stove. 

Demands to See Letter. 

Wednesday night, she said, she went 
downstairs to get a drink of water, 
and when she returned she said she 
found him sitting up in bed holding a 
hatchet which he usually kept under 
the mattress as a protection against 
burglars.

Decree Against Wife by Fraud. 


By a decision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court Thursday, sustaining Circuit 
Judge McQuillin's annulment of a di- 
vorce decrée obtained by John G. Dor- 
rance against Mrs. Emma Dorrance 
more than seven years ago, Mrs. Dor- 
rance will get a widow’s share of Dor- 
rance’s 200% 00 estate in Chariton Coun- 
ty, Dorrande having recently died. 

The annulment of the divorce upset a 
precedent of 50 years’ standing against 
the reopening of a case after the ex- 
piration of the term in which it was 
tried. The precedent was disregarded 
because, according to the proof, the 
divorce was obtained by fraud and Mrs. 
Dorrance knew nothing about it until 
after the term of court had expired. 

Dorrance Get Divorce in 1906, 

Dorrance obtained a divorce in No- 
vember, 1906, on the ground of deser- 
tion. He declared he did not know 
where his wife was, although he had 
seen her in Kansas City two days be- 
fore filing his petition." Six months 
later Mrs. Dorrance went to Keytes- 
ville on business and was assigned to a 
hotel room which had been occupied by 
her husband. In the room she found a 
discarded valise which had belonged to 
him. In it she discovered™the decree of 
divorce. She promptly filed suit for 


annulment. 

A demurrer, filed by Dorrance's a:- 
torneys, on the ground that the case 
was not reviewablmqafter the expiration 
of the term in which it was tried, was 
sustained in the Circuit Court, but the 
Supreme Cougt held that the law pro- 
nibithig the ,reopening of a divorce case 
at an unsuing term was unconstitutional 
and against public policy and directed 
the Circuit Court to hear Mrs. Dor- 
rance's case on its merits.

JUAREZ GOES MAD 
WITH JOY AT NEWS 


JUAREZ, Mex., April 3.—Never in its 
dramatic history, since the Madero rev- 
olution of 1910, has Juarez gone so mad 
with enthusiasm as it did when a foot 
messenger from military headquarters 


Torreon had fallen.

Citizens embraced each other and bells 
in the 300-year-old Mission of Guada- 
lupe rang louder and faster than ever 
for religious purposes. Khaki-clad 
rebel soldiers awakened from their sleep 
in the town’s many barracks to cheer. 
Then, stirred by a common impulse, 
their rifles were turned loose into the 
air. For a time inhabitants of El Paso 
supposed Juarez was again suffering 
one of its periodical attacks. 

Finely dressed officials, high in the 
Carranza administration, threw their 
arms about unwashed private soldiers 
in the streets and yelled their delight. 
The municipal band, hastily routed from 
their beds, paraded the streets playing 
the national hymn and serenaded Car- 
rangza until the Constitutionalist first 
chief tired of the music. 

In the gambling halls conducted by 
Villa’s agents for the benefit of the 
rebel treasury, all play ceased, while 
gamblers, game keepers and spectators 
alike, shouted their joy. 

Through it all, only one name was 
heard above all others. It was “Villa-- 
viva Villa.” Common soldiers mingled 
freely with the highest officials of the 
rebel government in a cabaret resort 
and were invited to drink to the glory 
of the insurgent arms. 

Virtually the only place in the Mexi- 
can border town where drinks might be 
bought, this cabaret Was crowded to the 
doors with civil] and military men of al) 
ranks. In all stages of dress,.for the 
hour was late, they crowded in to em- 
brace and toast the conquering Genera:

Louis Clearing House, according to 
William McC. Martin, assistant bond

made a careful study of the Federal 
Reserve Act; outlined the probable 
workings of the new bank for the 
Post-Dispatch Friday.

May Employ 200 to 300 Persons. 

Martin said the Federal bank would 
probally need considerable office space, 
but that this space could as well be on 
the fifteenth floor of an office building 
as in an expensive first-floor corner lo- 
cation. The number of clerks, he said, 
would depend on the functions which 
the Reserve Board assigns to the bank. 
If it takes over the transit“ business 
now done by the national banks, he 
said, it wille need 200 to 300 employes. 

Our national banks,“ he said, now 
maintain transit departments, for the 
clearing and collection of out-of-town 
checks. In one bank alone nearly 100 
men are employed in this work. The 
work is not profitable, in fact, it is a 
considerable expense to the banks, and 
I think they will be glad to relinquish 
it to the reserve bank. But in taking 
over this work, it is to be hoped that 
the reserve bank will give employment 
to as many as possible of the men who 
are now doing this work for the banks.”’ 

Outlining the purposes and workings 
of the Reserve Bank, Martin said: 

„It will not be a competitor of the 
individual banks now existing. It will 
have no direct dealings with any of the 
banks’ customers. It will be a meaps 
by which the member banks will co-ordi- 
nate. 

“The member banks will include all 
national banks, and such State banks 
and trust companies, having a capital of 
$200,000 or more, as shall choose to come 
in. 

“Since it is not a bank for the public, 
but a bank for bankers, it will not necd 
to have ground floor quarters. “Any

Attendants on the convention in this city of 
the American Physical Education Association 
have had the benefit of the very latest teachings 
of mature experience on the highly interesting 
subject of athletics. 

The effect of all the discussions has been to 
emphasize the view that physical training should 
go hand in hand with mental training in any well 
ordered scheme of education. At the same time 
there have not been wanting instructive conclu- 


calisthenics unnecessary, that is objectionable. 
That they should be supplemented with training 
that will exercise other sets of muscles should 
be recognized. Advance in approved means of 
physical education has been quite as great as in 
many approved methods of mental training. 
The system that will contribute most to well- 
rounded, symmetrical development in both is the 


system to be pursued.

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URI’S TWO BEGIONAL BANKS, 

The report of the committee which has located 
the seats of the 12 new regional banks had some 
surprises for the public—the selection of Rich- 
mond instead of Washington and Baltimore—to 
both of which it is much inferior in banking im- 
portance—the picking of Cleveland instead of 
Cincinnati and the passing over of New Orleans, 
with the division of the territory that might nat- 
urally have been attached to it between Atlanta 
and Dallas. 

One feature of the report which perhaps was 
unlooked for elsewhere brings gratification and 
pride to Missouri. This is the only State tm the 
Union to be selected as the location of two Fed- 
eral reserve banks. A district has been carved 
out for Kansas City partly at the expense of St. 
Louis and partly at the expense of Denver, which 
had hoped for one of the banks. Missouri lead- 
ership in the banking and finance of the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri valleys under the new system 
is made certain. 


the number of regional banks must be increased 
from 12 to 14 or 16, to provide for the convenience 
of the great area between Minneapolis, Kansas 
City and Dallas on the east and San Francisco on 
the west. But a fairly equitable apportionment 
among the present 12 districts of the gross 
banking resources of the country has been pro- 
vided. New York’s will be the greatest of the 
Federal reserve banks, but will not be of over- 


‘shadowing influence. 
That the greac resources oe Boston, New York 


and Philadelphia were not combined in the same 
district, as Wall street strenuously urged, is a 
cause of particular satisfaction. As a whole it is 
a practical distribution of the banks and serves 
the convenience of the national business interests.
